pretended, Forcould Sir R4/pb Hepton and the Earle of 
Newcaſtle come by this meanes tothe King, and not the 
Earle of Stanford, and Lord Fairfax to the Earle of Eſſex? 
Nor can His Majeſty findeany ftronger Paſſes or Forcesto 
binder His Armies from joyning with Him , then hinders 
theirs from joyning with them. If the forces be unequall, 
theirs will hardly hinder the paſſage of His without a Cel 
{ationgif they be equall,their comming in time of a Ceſſati- 
on will be of equalluſe and advantageto their fide, ſome- 
what in poynt of ſupplies to come with them excepted, 
and ſome advantage toone fide will be, poyſe ir how you 
will. But ontheother fide, if this clauſe be notin, how 
much greater is the diſadvantage the other way by ſome 
Clauſes? And how are His Forces, principally the Earle 
of Newcaſtles cooped upin old and caten up Quarters, or 
neceſſitated to retire to ſuch as are morebarren and more 
eaten? So ther if this were yeelded to, underthe diſguiſe of 
a Ceſſation, He muſt admit _ which will much endan-

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ger the diſſolving of the Army , and deſtruction of the 
Cauſe, which is ſucha diſadvantage as is againſt the nature 
of a Ceſſation formerly agreed and ſtated.

with them. A legall Writ ifſuing out by the direRion of 
the Houſe of Peercs under the Great Scale of England, to 
prevent thoſe Tumules which daily infeſted both Houſes, 
the Tuſtices of the Peace, for executing that Writ ac- 
cording to thelr Oathes, were impriſoned by the Houſe 
of Commons, A Commiſfionunder the Great Scale of 
England, tor enquiry after Riors committed in Sexrh- 
warke, was likewiſe ſuperſeded by an Ordet of the Houſe 
of Commons; and when the Lords deſired by feverall 
Mc ſages, thatthe Houfeof Commons would joyre with 
them in a Declaratienagainſt Tumults, they retuſed, or 
neglected to joyne with them, ir being ſaid by Maſter Pym 
inthe Houſe of Commons, God forbid we ſhould diſhearten 
our friends who came to affi# ws, And albeit ſome of the 
Lords profeſſed, that it the People were againe drawne 
downe in that tumultuous manner, they would no more 
come tothe Houſe, and albeit an Order was made, that 
in ſuch acaſe the Houſe ſhould be preſently adjourned ; 
yet thoſe Tumulrs again appearing, that Order, though 
aged by ſeverall Lords, was not ſuffered ro be exe- 
cuted, . 

The Houſe of Commons having defired the Houſe of 
Peeresto joyn with them in defiring His Majeſty,thar the 
Militia of this Kingdome might be put into ſuch hands 
as both Houſes did confide in, and this —_— 
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been pur tothe Queſtion, and carried negatively by much 


the -z4jor part ot the Lords :it being again reſumed ar an- 
other time (contrary tothe courſe of Parliament) the de- 
bate was begun with a Declaration made by ſeverall of 
thoſe Lords, againſt whom that Queſtion wastwice Car- 
ried by Vores, ( and that by much the matey part) that 
whoſoever refuſed in this particular to toyne with the Honſe 
of Commons, were is their opinions Enemies tothe State . 
words deſtructive from the - Liberty. and Frecdome of 
debate. 
\. During thetime that this buſineſle of the M1z1rtia was 
1n debate, (that is, beforeit had the approbation and con- 
ſent of the Houſc: of Peeres) a Petition in a tumultuous 
manner was delivercd to:the Houſe of Lords; in thename 
of the Knights, Gentlemen, Freeholders, and others the In+ 
habitantsof the County of Hertford, reckoning up the cau. 
ſesof, the preſeat Feares, Troubles and Diſtractions, and 
among \them the want.of Compliance in that Honouz-1 
able Houſe with the Houſe of Commons, in entertaining 
thoſe many good . Motions, and paſſing thoſe nec<[ary. 
Bills preſented rothem from that Houſe, for the publique 
good; and defiring Liberty to proteſt againſt all thoſe, as. 
Enemies to the Publique, who refuſed to joyne with the 
Honourable Lords, whoſeendeavours were for the pub- . 
lique good, and with the Houſe of Commons, forthe. 
putting the Kingdome into a Poſture of Safety, under the 
Command of {uck Perſons as the Parliament ſhould ap-. 
point, Severall Petitions of the ſame nature, particulatly » 
one under the Title of the Knights, Gentlemen, Freehold- 
ers and other Intabitants of-the County of Surrey, directed 
tothe Houſe of Peeres, concluded with chis Cloſe, - That . 
they ſheuld be fnguty obliged re maintains heir hardſhips, 
/ 
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ſo farre as they ſhould beunited with the Houſe of Communs 
1m their iu and piows proceedings; ſufficiently intimacing, 
Thatif they joyned not with the Houſe of Cotnmons, 
they then meant as much as others had plainly proteſled. 
About the ſame tine, a Citizen ſayingarthe Barre of the 
Houſe oft Commons, That they heard: there were Lords 
who refuſed to conſent and concurre with them, and that they 
would gladly know their names;or wordstotharettecty.A 
Peritiory in the name of many rhouſand.poore Peopley in 
and about the City of Londen, was diretcdrothe Houſe 
of Commons, taking netice of 4 Malignant Fatiton that 
made abortive all their good Motions, which tended to the 
Peace and Tranquility of this Kingdome,deſiring that theſe 
moble Worthies of the Rouſe of Peeres, who concurred with. 
them in their happy Votes might be earneFly deſtred ts royne 
with that Honourable Houſe, and to ſit and Vote together, a 
eneentire Body; and profeſſing,that «nleſſe ſome ſpeedy re- 
medy were taken for the removing all ſuch obitruchons; a 
hindred the happy progreſſe of their great endeavonrs,” their 
Petitioners ſhould not re# in quietneſſe, but ſhould be for-- 
ced to lay hoid on thenext remedy which was at hand,to re- 
move the difturbers of the Peace, and (want and neceffity 
breaking the bounds of modeſty) wot 9 leave any meenes 
unaſſayed for their reliefeyLaſtly ,adding,that the cry of the 
poore and 'needy was, that ſuch Perſons, whowere the obX#a- 
cles of their Peace, and the hinderers of the bappy proceed-. 
ings.of thu Parliament, might be forthwith 'oublignely de. 
clared whoſt removail'thry concerved would. put a period to' 
thoſe ditrattions.. And this Petition was brought up ro: 
the Houſe of Lords,by the Houſe of Co:mpmons at Cot 
terence ;'#0d/ifrer, the fame-day: Mz Hoftis,.a Membes:of 
the Houlc of Commons,itra Meſſage fromerhartidulle, 
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preſſed the Lords at their Barre to joyne with the Houſe 
of Commons in theis Defire about the Militia ; and far- 
ther with many otherexpreſhions of like nature deſired in 
wordsto this effe@, That if that Deſire of the Houſe of 
Commons were not aſſented anto, thoſe Lords who were wil. 
ling to concurre,' would finde ſome meanes to make them- 
ſelves known,t hat it might be known who were againit them, 
and they might make it known to thoſe that ſent them. Atrer 
which Pericion {o ſtrangely framed, countenanced and ſe- 
conded,many Lords thereupon withdrawing themlelves, 
the Vote in order to the Militie, twice before rejeRed, 
wasthen pafled. | 
After and other unparliamentary Ations, many 
things rejected and (etled upon ſolemne debate were a- 
gain, afrer many Threatesand Menaces, reſumed,altered, 
and'determined, contrary to the Cuſtome and Lawes of 
Parliament. And fo many of Vs withdrew our Selves 
from thence, where We could not Sit, Speak, and Vote, 
with Honour, Freedome, and Safety, and are now kept 
from thence for our Duty and Loyalty to our Soveraigne. 
And though ſome of Us fate and continued there long 
after this, hoping that We might have been able to have 
prevented the growthand progreſle of farther miſchiefe , 
yer fince the Priviledge of Parliament is ſo ſubſtantiall 
and entire a Righe, thac as the Invaſion of the Liberties of 
cither Houſe is an injury to the other,andthe whole King- 
dome; ſo the violence and aflaules upon any of our Fel. 
low. Members, for expreſſing their opinions in matters of 
debate, were inſtances to Us, what We were to look for 
when We ſhould be known to diſſent from what was ex- 
pected x: and under that conſideration every one of our 
zuſt Liberties luffered violation. 
Many 
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Many of us having for theſe and other reatons, The 
His Majeſtic bimſelfe was by many indignities and for; 
driven from Weſtminſter, have beea,contrary to the right 
and freedome of Parliament , Vored out ot the Houfe, 
without commirtingany Crime, and fome of us withour 
hearing,or ſo much as being ſummoned tobe heard;z-and 
ſo our Countries, for which we were, and are truſted, 
have beene without any Proxicsor Perſons trafted qn 
their behalfe, an Army hath been raifed without and 
againſt His Majeſties Conſent; and a Proteſtarionenjoy- 
ned to live and dye withthe Earle of Eſſex, their Gene. 


rall of chat Army; and a Member now amongſt us refu- 


fing to take that Proteſtation, was told, Thartit he left wot 
the Towne ſpeedily he ſhould be committed tothe Tower, or 
knockt on the head by the Souldiers, All Perſons , even 
the Members of both Houſes, have bcen and now are for. 
ced , orenjoynedto contribute for the maintenance and 
ſupport of thar Army, A traiterous Covenanr isfince ra» 
ken by the Members who remaine, and impoſed upon: 
the Kingdom, that they will to their power affiff the For« 
ces raiſed and continned by both Houſes of Parliament , a. 
| the Forces raiſed by the K ng ; with-many other 
lauſes, direQly contrary to their Allegiance; andatro-' 
ther for the alteration of the Government of the Chuych- 
eſtabliſhedby Law : and ſuch Membersas haverefuſed, 
according to theirduty and conſcience, rorake thoſe Co. 
venants , have been impriſoned or expelled; ſo asthey- 
have ſuff-red none to refide with them , but thoſe who 
areengavged with them intheir deſperate courſes. 

The whole power and Authority of ' both Houſes is: 
e&fegatcd, againftthe Law and nature of Parliament, ro 
dolce Commite-, which afſumesand uſurpes the yn 
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of King, Lords and Commons, diſpoſes of the Perſons, 
Liberties and Eſtates of us and our fellow Subjects, with- 
out ſo much as communicating their Reſolutions tothoſe 
that ſitin the Houſes. And when an Order hath been re- 
ported tobeconfirmed by them, it hath been only putto 
the Queſtion, no debates being ſuffered, it having been 
ſaid in the Houſe where the Commons fit, to thoſe who 
have excepted againſt ſuch an -Order, whenpreſented, 
That they were only to Vote, not to diſpute; and thereupon 
all Argumentaad contradition hath been takea away. 
And to ſhew how impoſſible it is to containe themlelves 
within any bond of civility and humanity, when they 
have forfeited their Allegiance,after the attempt ina moſt 
barbarous manner to Murther the Queenes Majeſty ar 
Her landing at Burlington, by making: many great ſhocr 
at the houſe, where Shee lodged for Her repoſe atter a 
long Voyage by Sea, where by Gods bleſſing it was dil- 
eppoynted, they,impeached Herof high Treaſon,tor al- 
ing the,, King Her Husband,and the Kingdome iatheir 
greateſt necefſities. All Petitions and addrefles for Peace 
have been, - withgreat Artand vehemence,diſcountenan- 
ced and ſuppreſſed; whir ſt others for ſedition and dil. 
cord have with nolefſe Induſtry and paſſhon been promo. 
ted; And when the Mcmbers of the Houſe of Commons 
in A«guſt laſt, had agreed upona long and ſolemne debate 
to joyn withthe Lords in ſending Propoſitions of Peace 
ro His Majeſty, chenex:t day Printed Papers were {catte- 
red ia the Strects,and fix; upon the publique places both 
inthe City and Suburbs, requiring «ll Perſons woll affe- 
Fed rife 45 0ne man, andtocome tothe houſe of Commons 

next morning, for that 20000 Iriſh Rebells were 
which Hr: 1 and Information was likewiſe that day 
given 
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given in Pulpits by their ſeditious Preachers, and ia ſome 
of thoſc Papers were ſubſcribed, That the M. Pay. 
ty had over-woted the good and if not preventedthere would 
be Peacez (the Propoſitions for Peace being the day before 
carried by nine and rwenty voyces;) a common Councel] 
was callcd late arnight, though Sunday, 'anda Petition 
there framed againſt Peace, which was the next morning 
brought tothe Houſe, countenanc'd by Alderman Pen- 
nzing:ou ( a knowne Promoter and Governour of thoſe 
Tumules,) and attended with/ a great multitude of meane 
Perſons, who uſed Threats, Menaces and Reproachesto 
the Members of both —_— _ Petition _ _ 
of Propoſitions paſſed by the Lords for Peace,whi low- 
ed, "th be pt hore to Religion, Lawes and —_ ;

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wasabſolutely taken from them, divers of both Houſes 
withdrew themſelves. 

And We muſt now appeale to all our Fellow Subjects 
of this Kingdome, who havetaken the Oathes of Allegi- 
ance and Supremacy, who have any knowledge ot the 
Righrs, Cuſtomes and Priviledges of Parliament, or of 
the frame and confticution of this Realme, whether we 
or they have failed in our duty to our King or Countrey 
and whether we have nor, in diſcharge of a good Canſti. 
ence, undergone the evils We have borne: And then We 
doubt not, We fhall not be thoughtleſſe Members of Par. 
liament, though Weare notat We#minier, then it that 
City werein poſſeſſion of a Forraigne Enemy. Yer We 
confeſſethe place to be fo materiall, that if there were 
that Liberty and Freedome which-is-due rothe Members, 
and indeed 1s the Life 'of Parliament, the A of thoſe in 
the Hoitiſe (bcing alawtull Act) is the Act of the Houſe, 

h there wvere number abſent, all who were 

of another'opitionz burinour caſe, when we are by force 
\driven away, ! and by force kepraway, 'and when nothing 
canbe ſaid to juſtifiethe Ations whichare done, but the 
reputationand number of the Aﬀtors, We rely ſo much 
upon theunderſtanding and honeſty of our Countrimen, 
that they will believe, when they ſee our concurrence 
and unanimity in Reſolutions and -Counſel] for their 
Peace, Welfare, and Security, {as Weare confidentthe 
number of Thoſe: who concurre in this Declaration, is 
greater than harh concurred inmoſt, if notin any of thofe 
ines of which Wecomplain,) that it will be better for 
them to be adviſed by Vs at O-xford,than by thoſe at We#- 
miniier; from whence We arcabſent onely by reaſon of 
thoſe outrages and violence offtred. ro our Perſons or our 
: Conſciences, 
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Conſcicnces, which takes away all freedome, and conſc- 
quently all Authority from thoſe Councells; and where 
indeedtheſe men ought not to undertake to ad any thing, 
till chat Freedome and Liberty be reſtored to, Vs, who as 
long as this Parliament ſhall continue (notwithſtanding all 
the Vorcs of thoſe who are Guilty of Treaſon and Re. 
bellion) muſt account our ſelves, and ſhall be accounted 
by our Countrey, the true and lawfull Members of Par- 
liament. 

Having ſaid thus much to undeceive our Brethren, and 
that our Fellow SubjeRs may be no longer ſeduced to un» 
lawfull aRions, by colour and pretence of Parliament, we 
ſhall briefly preſent to their view ard conſfidexationthe 
danger and condition of His Majeſtics Perſon, His Ho. 
nour and Rights, the Religion and Liberty of the King- 
dome; the defence and maintenance of whichthoſe Per- 
ſons, with whom we cannot agree, ſeem and pretend to 
undertake.

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an attempt upon His life isnot HighTreaſon, which do- 
Qrineis ſo much countenanced, that Perſons , who have 
threatned to Kill the King, having been complained of, 
have been left wwpaniſhed, and the Witneſſes and Proſe- 
cutors thyeutned or diſcountenanced z The raifing an Ar- 
myagainſt Him, and therewith giving Battell ro His Per. 
ſon; All which are knownto be very unagreeable with 
the Aﬀetion, Duty and Loyalty of SubjeRs, and Eng. 
lifhmen. 

Concerning Religion, We cannot but with bleeding 
hearts, and trembling ſoules confider the unheard of Im- 
picties and Prophanations exerciſedin Churches, and 
Conſecrared places,the Countenance and licenſe given to 
ſcandalous, deboſh;i norant Lay-perfons to Preach, and 
exerciſethe Office of the Miniſtry ; the ſuppreflingand 
cruel{ uſeing and impriſoning in Goales and on Ship. 
board, Godly, Learned, Orthodox Divines, famous and 
exemplar intheir lives and- DoRrine, the moſt eminent 
Aﬀereots ofthe Proteſtant Religion, againſt Popery and 
Innovations; The Scurrilous and Scandalous Reviling, 


ſcoffing and ſupprefling the Book of Common-Prayer,

y Law, and fo long, and ſo publiquely v- 

| as anexcellent and unparallel'd 

forme of Devotionand Divine ſervice; The ſuſpending 
the execution ofthe AR-of Parliament madein the firſt 
yeare of Quren. Efzaberh of tamons memory, for uni. 
formiry of Commmon-Prayer,by an'Otder underthe hand 
ofx#prwate Member ofthe Houſe of Commons, and that 
during the recefſe of both Houſes; The ſtircing up and in- 
ritigthe People to Rebellion in Palpirs; aod (which is 
*hegrref{candalland teproachto the Proceſtant Reli. 
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gion that can be imagined ) the making Religion it lelfe 
the groundand cauſe of Rebellion, Laſtly, after having 
lived ſo many yearesinthe moſt glorious, and moſt un- 
blemiſhed Church of Chriſtendome, the rotalldefacing 
and pulling downe the whole Fabrick of it; cenſuring and 
reproaching the DoRrine, and deſtroying the diſcipline, 
andas if we were caſt a ſhore in ſome uninhabited Cli- 
mate,where theElemenrs of Chriſtianity were not known, 
The calling, without the leaſt ſhadow or colour of Law, 
or Lawfull Authority , againſt His Majcſties expreſſe 
Conſent, manifeſtly againſt the Stature of 25th year of 
King Henry the cight , a» Aſſembly of Divines, compo. 
ſedof ſome Noblemen, Gentlemen, and Miniſters, ( all 
underthe ſtile of Godly and Learned Divines) moſt of 
which are not otherwiſe known,then by their Schilme & 
ſeparation fromthat Chutrch, in which they were borne, 
and to whichthey have ſubſcribed; and theſe men now 
muſt new mzke and mould the Religion, by which we 
muſtall beſaved. God in his good time we hope will 
vindicate his own cauſe, and repaire the breaches which 
have been lately made. 

For the Lawes of the Land, and the Liberty of the 
Subjc&, ſo fpeciouſly urged and pretended to bethe end 
of thoſe who have diſturbed our Peace, We necd ſay lit- 
tle; Every place and every perſon is an ample evidence & 
reſtimony otthe bold and avowed violation ofcither. The 
Charter of our Libertics Magus Charra, ſo induſtriouſly 
and __ preſerved by our Anceſtors, and above 
Thirty ſeveral[times confirmed in Parliament,that Ram- 
picr and Bulwark of allthe pretious Priviledges and Im. 
munitics which the SubjeRts of this Kingdom could boaſt 
of, and which diſtinguiſhes rhem from all the SubjeQts of 
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Chriſtendome, is levelledand trampled under foot, ſcor- 
ned, deſpiſed and ſuperceded by Votes and Orders, Men 
of all ſorts, Clergy and Laicy, impriſoned without the 
leaſtcharge that by the Law is called a Crime, and their 
Eſtates are ſequeſtred by perſons of whom the Law can 
take no notice; Committees made by Committes, Rob, 
Baniſh, and Impriſon the Lords and Commons of Eng. 
lend, Men committed by perſons of no Authority, for no 
cauſe, to Priſon, have by Habeas Corps (the good old Re- 
medy and Security for our Liberty) been bronghe ro the 
Kings-Bench, andby Command of thoſe whofirſt Com. 
mitred them remanded, and Commands given to the 
Iudges that they ſhould grant no Habeas Corpus (which 
they were ſworneto grant) to any Perſons committed by 
them, or by thoſe to whom they grant Authoricy to com- 
mit, which chemſclves have not power to do. Neither can 
we paſſe over the motion made by Maſter Rigby, a Mcm. 
ber of the Houſe of Commons, to tranſport thoſe Lords 
and Gentlemen who were Priſoners, and by them accoun- 
red Malignants, to be ſold as Slaves to Argiers, or fent ro 
che new Plantationin the Weſt Indies, urged the ſecond 
time with much catneſtnefle, becauſe the Propoſer had 
contracted with two Merchantsto that purpole;the which 
though it took no effeR ar that time, may awaken thoſe 
who have obſerved ſo many things to paſle and be order. 
ed, long after it hath been once ortwice denied and reje. 
ed. And who ſees the new and inhumane way of impri- 
ſoning Perſons of Quality under Deckes on Ship-board, 
by which cruell uſage, many of our Countrimen have 
been murthergd, may have reaſon to feare they may be 
hereafter carrieda longer voyage then is yet avowed. The 
Twentieth part of our Eſtates is at once taken, and it we 
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are not willing to obey that Order, tlie other Nineteen are 

taken from us as Malignants; a terme unknownand unde- 

fincd, and yet crime enough to torfeit our lives, and all w, ye. 
that we have. Our Fellow Subjcs have been exccuted in =9er and 
cold blood, for doing that which by the Lawes of God OO 
and Manthey weic boundto do; and after their Murther, rig. 
theirEſtatesſciſcd, and their Wives and Children expo. M-Tom- 
{cdromiſery and tamine. Lawes made, and Penaltiesim- 4. /4atu. 
poledby Lawes this Parliament,are ſuſpended,diſpenſed ner at Lox- 
withall, and thoſethings done-by Order, againſt which 45:24 
thoſe Lawes were made. And that there may be no face hers, 
ot Iuftice-over theLand, theTudges are prohibited to ride 

their Circuits, for che Adminiſtration -of that Iuſtice 

which the King owes His People, and they arc bound to 
execute, And afterallthis, and after the mercileſlc ſhed.

Having now made this cleare, plain Narration ro the 
Kingdom, ( the truth and particulars whereof are known 
ro moſt men) that when Poſterity ſhall find our names in 
the Records of theſetimes, as Members truſted by our 
Countrey inthat great Councell, by whoſe authoricy and 
power the preſent alteration and diſtraction ſeems to be 
wrought, It may likewiſe ſee how tarre we have been and 
are from conſenting totheſe deſperate and fatall Innova- 
tionsgwe cannot reſt ſatisfied without Declaring and pub. 
liſhing toall ourfellow Subjects & to the whole World, 
Thartall our Intentions and Actions have been, are, and 
ſhall be direed tothe defence of His Majeſtics Perſon 
and juſt Rightsgthe preſervation ofthe true Proteſtant Re. 
ligion, and Liberties ofthe Kingdom eſtabliſhed by Law; 
That as wedoe withall humility ro God Almighty, and 
as a great bleſſing from him, acknowledge His Majeſtics 
-bappy and Religious Reigne and Government over this 
Kingdom, and efpecially the excellent Lawes, and Sta- 
eutes made in His time,and particularly thoſe inthis Par- 
liament; ſo we doe with all duty and ſubmiſſion Declare, 
That His Majeſty is the only ſupream Governour of this

Sunday the 
23.0t Aprill,late downe betore Laneeften about nine 1nthe 
morning, tuade and maintained brave affault till ro. at 
night : But the worke proving more dithcult then was 
expected by reaſon of treſh ſupplies that came to them, 
our men having much anoyed the enemy by killin 
Captain B-ſr,ar.d ſome others of quality,with a conlide. 
= number of Common ſouldiers , with the lofle of 
ſame few common Souldiers, made 1o brave and ſo ho» 
nourable a retreat, that they brought off all their Men, 
Ammunition, and Guns fate, made good the paſlages, ſo 
that the enemie durſt not advance over the Bridge, till 
they were ſafe in their Quarters. 

On Mende they marched to Okebamypren, for the bet- 
ter recruting of their Forces. 

On Tueſday the Enemy entred Deven, came within 
foure miles of run being known to our 
Forces, they preſently drew out their Horſe to face. 
them, and in the clole of that day gave them a brave 
Charge through and through, put both their Horſe 
and Foote 1nto confuſion , and' ſlew divers of their 
men : anample Relation whereot you ſhall here an- 
nexed receive. The morrayw atter our Forces whealed 
towards Exon,with their Priſoners and Artillery, who 
are come late hither. It 1s ſuſpected the Enemy wall 
Hortly endeavour to invade your Country , as may ap-

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peare by the direQion given him from Oxford, which 
we have ſoalſo ſent you , and doe thereto defire you 
to take the pleſent State of things. and into your cun-

the preſent far fram any thought of uſurpation over the King- 
dom and Parliament of Scotland, or their Lawes and Liberrtics ; 
ſo forpreventing the miſunderſtanding of the poſterity , and 
of ſtrangers, and for ſatisfying the ſcruplcs ot others, not ac- 
quainted withthe nature of this Treaty,and the manner of our 
proceedings,which may ariſe upon our coming into England, 
and our Treating intime of Parliament, We doe by theſe de- 
clareand make known, That neither by our Treaty with the

And whereas it was further demanded, That as His Majeſty 
would not hinder any of His SubjeRs to betryed and judged 
by the Parliament, ſo that none after the Sentence of the Par. 
liament ſhould have acceſſe to His Majeſty , or be maintained 
orenioy places or offices, and have credit or authority to in- 
formandadviſe His Maieſty conform to the paper of Decem- 
ber 23.

The fifth Demand, That their Ships and goods,and all dam- 
mage thereof may be reſtored. 

Is condeſcended unto, and ro be reciprocall, that all ſhips and 
2oods taken at Sea or ſtayed in Ports with dainmage, be refto- 
red on borh fides, and that ſome ſummarie courle be agreed 
upon for the performance thereof upon the demands of the 
particulars on both ſides conform to the paper of December 
30, 1640, 

And further,it was agreed upon the {eventh of Ianwary,1640, 
1641. Thatall Shipstaken and ſtaid ſhould be reciprocally re- 
ſorcd on both ſides, and that the Scottiſh Commiſſioners, ha- 
viogintormed that about fourſcore ſhips of Scotland are yer 
ſaid in the Ports, and are like to ſuffer much farther loſfſe and

Sail, Cordage and other neceſſaries for helping the preſent ſer- 
ing forth of the ſaid ſhips, and fpr the reſt of this Article when

Januaris. 1640, 1641» 


To the ſixth Demand,concerning the loſſes which the King- 
dom of Scotland hath ſuſtained, and the vaſt charges they have 
been put unto, by the occaſion of the late troubles, andthe re- 
parations defired from the Iuſtice and kindnefſe of the King 
dom'of England toward reliefe thereof in manner and upon 
the groundsexpreſſed in the paperof theſeventh of January. 
1640+. I641, 

It is anſwered, That this Houſe thinks fit that a friendly af. 
ſtance and relief ſhall be given towards ſupply of the loſſes and 
neceſſiries of the Scots, and that in due time this Houſe will 
take into conſideration the meaſureand manner of it, conform 
tothe paper ofthe rwoand twentieth of [avuary, 16401641. 

And further, The Parliament upon the third of February 
did declare, Thatthey did conceive thatthe Sum of three hun 
dredrhouſand pounds is a fit proportion of tbart friendly affi- 
Rance and reliete formerly thought fit to be given towards 
ſupply of the loſſes and neceſſities of their brethren of Scotland, 
and thatthe houſe would in due time take into confideration 
the manner how, and the time when the ſame ſhall be raiſed, 
contorme to the paper of the third of February, 1640, 164r, 
and given into the Treaty uponthe fifth thereof, 

And whereas it was defired by the Scortiſh Commiſſioners, 
thatthe Engliſh Commiſhoners would ler them know from 
the Parliamerr, the Security, manner and termes of payment 
of the foreſ1id ſumme of three hundred Thoufand pounds,and 
ofthe arrcares due tor the reliete of rhe Northern Counties; 

It was acreeduntoby warrantand Orderof the Parliament, 
That they Pould have fourſcore thouſand pounds, as a part of 
the foreſaid ſum ofthree hundred Thouſand pounds, with the 
whole arrears due to the Army before the disbanding thereof, 
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conforme to the paper of the 26, of Ay 1641. and given into 
the Treaty the 27. of the laid Moneth. 

And concerning the ſecurity tor payment of the remanent of 
the ſaid ſum of three hundred Thouſand pounds, which is Ar.

Tothe ſeventh Demand, Deſiring that as His Majefty hath 
approven the Adts ofthe late Parliament,whereinal! ſuch De- 
clarations, Proclamations, Books, Libcls, and Pamphlets, as 
have been made, written, or publiſhedagainſt His Loyall, and 
dutifull Subjects of Scor/andare recalled, and ordained tobe
